Election/Restrictions

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The claimed special 
technical feature of the prefabricated material of thin flexible polymer sheet, which 
carries a direct printing of designs of shapes and dimensions that are predetermined 
once the material is hot-tensioned is known as shown for example by Monroe et al (U.S. 
5,280,305). Monroe et al discloses a this sheet of polymer material, which absorb the 
printer ink, and allow the image or design and the sheet to be thernnally stretched. (Col 
11, line 60 to Col 12, line 11)
